SUPERINTENDENT'S REPORT 


To the School Board of Wakefield: 


Gentlemen,—I have the honor to submit to you, 
and through you to the citizens of the town, my 
twelfth annual report as superintendent of the schools 
of Wakefield. 


The usual statistics relating to the schools are 
contained in the following table: 
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Our per cent of attendance is excellent,—97.50 
as compared with 95.50 throughout the whole state. 
But there are too many instances of tardiness. There 
is generally a good reason for the absence of a pupil; 
but most instances of tardiness could be avoided, if 
parents would make sure that pupils leave home early 
enough to reach school on time. Habitual tardiness 
has the same legal status as truancy. I ask the co- 
operation of parents to remedy this evil.
